Compared with the average 
acreage for the 10 years 1393-1902, mangel wurzel and beet root 
showed an increase of 15,762 acres, or 26-1 per cent., and per- 
manent pasture or grass not broken up in rotation an increase 
of 55,538 acres, or 3'6 per cent. ; but each of the other chief crops 
exhibits a decrease in the extent devoted to it, the decrease in 
wheat being 9,582 acres, or 20'3 per cent., in oats, 70,034 acres, 
or C’O per cent., in barley, 9,224 acres, or 5-5 per cent., in rye, 
1,973 acres, or 16'4 per cent., in potatoes, 57,674 acres, or 8'5 per 
cent., in turnips, 15,382 acres, or 5-1 per cent., in flax, 15,680 
acres, or 26 0 per cent., and in clover, sainfoin, and grasses under 
rotation, 4,299 acres, or 0'7 per cent.

The total estimated produce of wheat in 1903 was 629 985 
cwts., being 26-6 per cent, under the produce for the preceding year 
and 22-6 per cent, under the average for the ten years 1393-1902 • 
the total quantity of oats was 16,804,601 cwts., being 10'3 per 
cent, less than the produce in 1902, and 7'0 per cent, below the 
average for the ten years 1893-1902 ; the quantity of barley 
was 2,603,963 cwts., being 26'6 per cent, under the produce in 1902, 
and 337,798 cwts., or 1T5 per cent, under the average for the 
ten years 1893-1902; bere yielded 1,245 cwts., against 1,283 
cwts. in 1902, and an average of 2,451 cwts. for the ten years 
1893-1902 ; and the produce of rye was 134,973 cwts., being 0'2 
per cent, under that for the preceding year, and 12'7 per cent, 
below the average for the ten years 1893-1902. 

The total produce of potatoes was 2,363,230 tons, being 13 3 
per cent, less than the yield in 1902, and a decrease equivalent 
to 10-0 per cent, as compared with the average produce for the ten 
years 1893-1902. The turnip crop was 3,595,746 tons, being 273 
per cent, below the produce in 1902, and 223 per cent, below the 
average for the ten years 1893-1902; and the total quantity of 
mangel wurzel and. beet root was 1,026,207 tons, being 293 
per cent, less than in 1902, and T9 per cent, over the average 
for the ten years 1893-1902. 

The yield. of flax was 8,628 tons, being 233 per cent, under 
the produce in 1902, and 25’0 per cent, under the average quantity 
for the ten years 1803-1902. 

The produce of hay from clover, sainfoin, and grasses under 
rotation wns 1,354,252 tons, showing a decrease equal to 2'6 
per cent, as compared with the quantity in 1902, and the quantity 
of hay from permanent pasture and grass not broken up in rota- 
tion was 3,847,911 tons, being T6 per cent, over the quantity of 
such produce in 1902. The aggregate quantity of hay under 
both headings (5,202,163 tons) is 25,533 tons (or 0'5 percent.) 
above that for 1902, and shows an increase equivalent to 5'2 per 
cent, as compared with the average produce for the ton years
